Community program coordinated by the Committee ' 
to assure security for the new U.S. Embassy being built in 
Moscow continues. Arrangements satisfactory for U.S. security 
have still not been obtained on Soviet customs clearance pro- 
cedures for U.S. materials being shipped to the site and on a 
Moscow warehouse for secure storage of building materials. 

The Department of State's Foreign Building Office has arranged 
Lor storage in Helsinki of up to 100 shipping containers of 
building materials. Thirteen containers are stored there now. 
One of them contains security equipment, (e.g., TV monitors). 
Soviet custody of such items, which is explicit in their 
proposals for customs inspection, would give them opportunity 
equipment.
